Results of elections throughout the nation last week—with 
Californa almost the only excepfion~-served as a warning t 
the national New Deal administration that its tacties and pol 
icies and purges are growing in disfavor at a very rapid rate 
Gains made by the Republicans in hoth houses of the national 
Congress have resulted in sudden optimism throughout the 
eountry because of the trend t ward a more sensible attitude 
by the voters and the indication that the election of a Repub- 
fiean president is far from an impossibility in 1940. With 
Demoerats in Congress opposed to the New Deal policies—and 
there are many of them—working together with the increased 
Republican representation at Washington the President is not 
hereafter going to find it so easy to force his undesirable pol- 
jeies upon the nation. 

The election results are unmistakable evidence that the peo- 
ple are tiring of the numerous and unsuccessful experiments 
carried on during the past six years- -they are costing far too 


much and running the nation farther into debt every day. 
During the past few months there seems to have been im- 
provement in the business situation throughout the country 
with the exception of this part of the nation, where many find 
themselves in worse condition financially that at any time dur- 
img the past six or eight years. The improvement, of course, 
has been the result in no small degree to the vast ““pump prim- 
ing’’ expenditures and to some degree to the relatively quiet 
period so far as domestic affairs were concerned.

Chemurgy May Bring Peace 


Chemical magic, the world is being told, may sueceed where 
peace pacts and diplomatic proposals have failed—and chem- 
istry may halt the Japanese invasion of China. While this may 
geem somewhat of a hazy possibility to most of us, we are told 
it is far from impossible. 

The marching hordes of Japan have tramped to war with 
all the equipment necessary in battle—yet, actually, it is said 
they have had only one weapon—silk. Japan has no store of 
the things that make and maintain the toys of Mars—oil, steel, 
copper, coal and lead. But Japan has been able to buy those 
things with the money her silk has brought on the American 
market. 

Now, however, a simple combination of chemicals has up- 
set the balance. Artificial silk—strong and lustrous—as per- 
fect as the fragile product of the silk worm—has been per- 
fected by an American company. 

Ninety per cent of Japanese silk has been sold to America. 
Ninety per cent of American-bought silk has gone into women’s 
stockings. The might of Japan actually has marched to war 
on the silken tread of Ameriean women. Given a substitute 
for silk, the ladies may now have their silken hose without pay- 
ing for them in bombed cities and murdered children. 

If American women accept the silk substitute, Japan can- 
mot buy food for her machines of war. Without oil and steel, 
she cannot continue to bring **peace’’ to China.

“2. The Exchange is for an 
equitable plan of industry elimina- 
tion in seasons cf surplus, which 
means that each grower must 
stand his share of the burden of 
| elimination on his crop, and which 
would involve withholding from 
market the least valuable grades 
and sizes. 

“3. The Exchange believes that 
'volume regulation is necessary 
| whether elimination is practiced or 
not, because volume prorate is es- 
sential to insure shipment each 
week during the season of a def- 
inite quantity of fruit in line with 
existing demand.
